Earl Horn, who lives eight miles northwest of Pillager, im­ 
plicated Pollock after an all night grilling following his arrest 
last evening after the robbery of the Custafson and Nelson store

Horn confessed to County Attorney Sullivan the robbery of 
the Brainerd store, the Folio Drug Co. at Crosby on June 4 and 
the Wm. Wells restaurant at Pequot on June 5. He implicated 
Pollock in all holdups, County Attorney Sullivan said. 
Pollock late this afternoon also confessed to participation in 
the robberies, Sullivan said.

The arrest of the two is directly credited to the pluck of Joe 
jCustafson, partner in the firm of Gustafson and Nelson. 
Immediately after the holdup at the Northeast Brainerd store 
at 10:15 p. rn. yesterday, Joe jumped in his car and with Howard 
Storm, clerk, chased the bandit car down Third avenue, overtook 
the car and in a rain of bullets from the bandits crowded the car 
over the curb. A (light followed in which Gustafson chased the 
pair down an alley! Later Horn came to the police station to claim 
his car, using the ruse that his car was stolen. He was identified 
there by Gustafson and was placed in custody by Officer GrafF in 
the city jail.

CHARGING craft amidships In a thick 
fog 
off 
Scituate. 
The tanker carrying 12,000 barrets 
of gasoline, sank almost stone-ltke In 
a fiery sea. Its captain and crew of 
18 men were believed to have gone 
down with their ship. 
Caught momentarily In the hole It 
had cut In the middle of the oil craft 
the Fairfax was held helplessly while 
oil-fed flames streamed over Its decks. 
But the Fairfax managed to rids 
out her difficulties and steamed Into 
this port under her own power at 10:16 
today. There was a gaping hole six 
feet long and two feet wide in her 
prow. 
Stories told by survivors who were 
landed today by the rescue steamer 
Gloucester indicated the 
death Ila 
might exceed forty although no defin­ 
ite figures could he established pend­ 
ing Investigation. 
The oil tanker, cut In two when 
rammed amidships, buret Into flames 
and sank quickly after the crash In a 
demo- fog off Scituate at 8 P. M. last 
night. 
The clothing of seven passengers of 
the Fairfax and of l l members of the 
steamer’s crew caught fire and they 
becume living torches as the oil blaze 
engulfed the ship. All 18 of the fire 
victims finally leaped Into the sea, ac­ 
cording to survivors. 
The Fairfax had left Boston last 
night for the first run of the season 
to Norfolk and Baltimore, carrying 71 
passengers and a crew of 70. 
For several days a dense fog had 
blanketed the New England coast and 
the vessel proceeded cautiously south­ 
ward, 
At a point several miles off Scituate, 
the Fairfax rammed the tanker amid­ 
ships on the port side. The steamer's 
prow, with a gaping hole in it, stuck 
in the hole which It cut in the tanker, 
making It possible for the flames that 
swept the oil craft to spread to the 
Fairfax 
A terrific explosion occurred as the 
ships crashed. 
Fire broke out almost instantly on 
board the tanker. 
Members of her 
crew had no time to escape except by 
leaping Into the sea to almost certain 
death. 
The sea itself was soon aflame 
as its oil-sprayed surface caught fire. 
There was the wildest pandemonium 
on the decks of the Farlfax as the 
blaze spread to that vessel. 
Passen­ 
gers who had rushed forward for a 
closeup glimpse of the results of the 
collision were caught in the maelstrom 
of flames. 
Some of them, with their clothing 
afire, ran shrieking in agony along 
the decks. 
Other passengers were 
horror-stricken to see the fire victims, 
one after another, plunge into the sea. 
8o thick was the fog that It was 
Impossible to do much toward rescu­ 
ing the trapped crew on the tanker. 
A few minutes after the collision 
while flames still were sweeping the 
forward end of the Fairfax, the oil 
tanker, appearing as two ghastly red 
splotches through the fog after It had 
broken in two, was swallowed by the 
sea.

problem bv going after them himself and bids fair to bring one 
and probably the pair to justice. 
Instead Of bemoaning the loss of his cash, Joe spurred his 
trusty car to high speed and chased the bandits, lf he had been 
supplied with a gun he would have been able to shoot them down 
or at least to capture both. 
Gustafson's courage is all the more to In* commented on when 
one considers he chased the bandits unarmed. In the fusillade of 
bullets showered on Gustafson, one buried itself directly in lin 
with his head as he sat at the steering wheel. Had the bullet been 
an inch beyond, it Would have pierced the glass and no doubt 
badly injured or possibly killed Gustafson. 
The shooting goes to show that persons engaged in banditry 
seem to have Weighed the cost and are ready to shoot on the slight 
est provocation. 
Statewide attention has been drawn to Gustafson, for it shows 
that when the average citizen is aroused and starts to defend his 
rights that bandits better beware. A little more of the Gustafson 
spirit diffused about the state will act as deterrent to many would- 
be or actual bandits.

Tintr for a Showdown hi Chicago 


As long as Chicago gangsters confined their killings to their 
own ranks not much harm was done, and little effort was made 
to apprehend the killers, says the Duluth News Tribune. Of course 
murders are nasty things and a city is much better off without 
the class of people who indulged in that gruesome pastime, but 
Chicago has hoodlums in plenty and while they are killing each 
other they are merely helping to clean up the community, in fact 
they are doing it very much more effectively than the law. True, 
the killing of ten gangsters in the last week has aroused the police 
to unusual activity, hut with usual Jack of success. 
rI he gangsters, however, overstepped the hounds of immunity 
Monday when one of them, evidently chosen by gangland for the 
deed, shot and killed .Jake Lingle, veteran news reporter for the 
Chicago Tribune. Within fifteen minutes after the killing became 
known the Tribune had lasted a reward of twenty-five thousand 
dollars for the capture and conviction of the slayer and soon after 
the Evening Post added live thousand, bringing the total reward 
offered up to thirty thousand dollars. The Press club of Chicago 
is ready to add another ten* thousand dollars. 
The power of the press and an aroused public opinion will l>o 
behind the authorities to got action in this case. Newspaper re­ 
porters, themselves, have a way of finding things out, and Lingle’^ 
colleagues may be a great help in bringing his murderers to jus­ 
tice. The reward will prove a powerful incentive and will put 
many on the trail. 
Lingle’* job was reporting police and crime news. Ile knew 
gangland and gangster, and he kncnv the authorities. Ile had to 
know' them to do his work. His business was to give the public 
the news through his paper, and he did his job well. 
His work was legitimate and was carried on in the interests 
of public welfare. No stone should be left unturned to bring his 
murderers to justice— not only the one w ho actually did the shoot­ 
ing, but everyone implicated. 
It is time for a showdown to see whether gangland criminals 
are going to rule Chicago or law and order are going to prevail.

Mass production has been a success for a time, but 
in the end it requires mass consumption which we have not as yet 
attained. 
Our lake country, fortunately for us, is in a bi tter position to 
tide us over any industrial depression and places Brainerd in a 
better position than a purely manufacturing town.
